Mr. Henri Fortin, a Frenoh deaf- 
mute artist, who has been travelling in 
Spain, contributed two very interest- 
ing artioles to the Gazette, a paper 
published in Paris for the deaf, de- 
scribing the condition of the deaf in 
Spain. He makes mention of Fer- 
nanda! Navarrete, who was educated 
by Pedro de Bonce and afterwards 
became a celebrated painter. Pedro 
de Ponce invented the manual alpha- 
bet of the deaf. This alphabet was 

adopted and afterwards modified by 

the Abbe de t'Bpee so that now the 
French and Spaniards make the let- 
ters d, j, z, in a different manner. 
Our own Gallaudet brought the alpha- 
bet as used by Abbe Sieard, but by 
some means not now known to me, we 
have come to make the letter "t" in 
a manner different from that of the 
French. The latter make their "t" 
like ours with the exception that the 
last three fingers are held up, or their 
" t " may be likened tO our " f " with 
the thumb against the inside instead 
of the OUtaide of the index finger.

The Spanish deaf-mutes knew nothing 
of Abbe de PKpee, the inventor of the 

sign-language, 

Mr, Fortin mentions having met a 
deaf-mute painter of distinguished 
merit who was decorated by Queen 
Isabella. He makes a specialty of 
painting bull tights and succeeds ad- 
mirably in this line. He knows very 
little, however, about reading and 
writing. 

The deaf-mutes of Madrid spend 
their evenings together in cafes, they 
generally feeling too lonesome in the 
company of hearing people. They 
say they are unable to organize socie- 
ties such as found in I'' ranee, because 
they arc too much addicted to quar- 
reling among themselves. 

In travelling in Spain it is neces- 
sary to carry a passport to avoid be- 
ing arrested or locked up by the gend- 
armes for armed pol icemen). The 
Spanish deaf-mutes Usually cany 

papers about them, but they are some- 
times incautious enough to omit men- 
tion of the fact that they are deaf and 
udarines take them up, tu>< be- 
ing able to get any reponse to ques- 
tions, and take them before the inavor 
who reproves the gendarmes roundly 
for putting inoiTenisvc deaf-mutes to 
trouble and sets them at liberty. 

It is necessary to exercise a strict 
surveillance over strangers passing 
through Spain, for in many parte brig- 
and highway robbers are quite numer- 
ous. The railway trains are always 
provided with four gendarmes to 
protect the passengers. 

Most of the Spanish deaf-mutes are 
at shoe-making, cabinet-making, and 
as domestics, and they earn a fail- 
living. Many Spanish deaf-mutes 
have hearing wives with beautiful 
children. They claim that to take 
deaf-mute wives would expose them to 
greater misfortune, because the latter 
cannot make a living. 

On the other hand the deaf-mute 
ladies marry hearing men, and they 
make a specialty of musicians for the 
evident reason that, being deaf, the 
continual musical rehearsals of their 
liege lords would not seriously incom- 
mode them. 

There are about 10,006. deal-mutes 
in Spain, but the blind are more 
numerous. 

The deaf-mutes of Andalusia are 
very treacherous, but Mr. Fortin found 

some who warned him how to avoid 

meeting with brigands and who volun- 
teered lo escort him to the famous 
Spanish dances at Seville, with big 
knives dangling at the licit. 

In boarding a train in Spain it is 
well to look under the scats before 
setting down in comfort, for there 
may be brigands concealed under 
them ready to jump up and plunge a 
dagger into your vitals as the train 
B on. 
The Spanish deaf-mutes are mostly 
I'bey seem to be more 
devout and attentive to the church 
- than the French deaf-mutes. 
They never work on Sundays or holi- 
days, In the morning they attend 
and demean themselves with 
great reverence.
